Dear Mr. Whitehead:

The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and the Connecticut
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) have completed a
review of the revised incinerator closure plan dated July 7,
1989. The following information is necessary in order to make
the closure plan complete. Please provide a complete response to
these comments as an addendum to the revised closure plan within
fourteen (14) days of the receipt of this letter.

Comments:

1. The Appendix Vill parameter list must be complete. Please
provide a justification as to the absence of all Appendix
Vlil constituents not in the proposed analytical parameter
list.

2. Provide a quantitative criteria for the determination that
the non-porous surfaces cleaned by hydro-blasting are
properly decontaminated and present no threat to human health
or the environment.

3. Revise the submitted closure plan to show that a chisel will
be used to take concrete chip samples.

4. Page 2 Section 3.0, 3rd paragraph, 4th sentence.

It appears that the word "equipment" needs to be added after
"air pollution control" to make it a complete sentence.

5. Page 2 Section 3.0, 6th paragraph, 3rd sentence.

A clarification is needed for what is meant by "3 inches of
forced air cooling." Is there piping or space'between the 2
shells of the incinerator?

6. Page 7 & 9 Section 7.0 Subparagraph 1+6
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1. A discussion as to where and how the disposal of the
rinsates from the decontamination process(es) will be
handled should be included.

2. Will all of the rinsates from the decontamination
processes go to the CWTP for disposal?

3. Will the discharge of the rinsates to CWTP be permitted
under the CWTP's NPDES permit?

7. Page 9, Section 9.0 Subparagraph 7

Does a secure landfill disposal facility mean a RORA
permitted facility?

8. Appendix A 1 page 2, Section D

For "on-site control" - the Section indicates that the "safe
perimeter has been established at the incineration building
entrance". This appears to be inaccurate because the
incinerator, the waste heat boiler and some of the ducting
are currently located outside the building. This
inconsistency should be rectified in the revised closure
plan.
